Hitler Silence Laid to Throat 
Operation for Tumor Removal 

ZURICH. Nov, 14 (U.R) — A high Gormnn personality arrivinR in Switzerland reported to- 
day that Adolf Hitler underwent a throat operation at Berchteagndeii when nn old niimeiit 
developed into a dnngoroua tumor. 

The mysterioualy abaent Hitler now is at his Berchtesfraden retreat in the Bavarian Alps 
after submitting to the operation, the unidentified German informant said. 
Observers agreed that the 



report had an authentic ring, 
and would go far toward ex- 
plaining the long silence of 
Hitler during this crucial 
phaae of the war. 

Hitler, then a corporal, was gassed 
In (he first World war, and it ap- 
peared probable tliat any "dan- 
gerous tumor" ot the throat might 
have stemmed from that cauie. 

TliB operation was performed by a 
Protcisor Elcke of Vienna, the In- 
(omianL said. Ho gave no dotolla ol 
the reported operalloi^ how Hitler 
rupondcd to tt, knd his present 
condltlbn. but did eay'that ne bUU 
Is at Berchtesgaden. 

A dsngcrotis affliction ot the 
throat would account for Hitter's 
silence last weeton Iho anniversary 
X ot the Munich beer cellar putsch, 
K The slamilng effects of his silence 
on the Qerman people were ac- 
knowledged by the frantic nasi ef- 
forts to cover up with a broadcast 
Sunday. 

Chaotlo Condition 

Along with the mounting wave ol 
speculation on the whereabouts and 
condition ot Hitler were unconflim- 
ed reports from the continent ot 
"chaoUc" conditions in Oermony. 

Tlie reports were received with 
itstnaUon pending more awihoiSla- 
tlVB Information on the Oerman 
people's acceptance or rejection of 
the nail hlerochy's desperate efforts 
to bolster resistance aealnst the 
allies winter campaign. 

Oerman industrlaUsta arriving In 
BwlUerlond told newspapermen that 
Hesrly chaotic" conditions prevail- 
ed In southwest Oermony, with 
hordes ot lorelgn workers and es- 
caped prisoners of war terrorising 
the -countryside. 

The workers and prisoners, they 
said, escaped after the recent bomb- 
ing ot atuttfiorl and other hidustrlal 
centers In that area.

Russian Based Bombers 
Sank Battleship Tirpitz 



U3NDON, Nov. 1* (UPJ— The HAP 
Ultra wha iBnk the f&,000-ton Oer- 
man super- battleship Tlrpltz tn her 
Norwegian hideout above the Arctic 
circle Sunday morning revealed to- 
day that their lUial attack was 
launched from a secret rctudlnK 
bus at Archingel, Russln. - - 

In the rint detailed' eyewitness 
account ol the bombing that strip- 
ped Qcrmsny of her lost major 
fighting ship and ended permanent- 
ly the nod naval ■ threat In the 
west, the British airmen disclosed 
that the Tlrplu went down under 
tour direct hits and six near misses 
from their ll,00i)-pouRd earthquake 
bombs. 

Contradicting reports that the 
one-time queen ot the Qennnn bat- 
tle fleet was a helpless cripple u k 
result ot geven previous aubtnsrine 
and aerial attacks, the filers said 
the Tlrplii fired salvo after lalvo 
from her giant IS-lnch suns and 
secondary batteries before ahe turn- 
ed over and sank. 

The final strike against the Tlr- 
plti was ordered tor Sunday morn- 
ing because the RAP command re- 
alised that It probably would be 
their last chance to finish ott the 
dreadnaught before the 'Arctic lun 
went Avmii blsckenlng out the noil 
hideput at Tromio fjord for the 
winter. 

The desUucUon of the TlrplU by 
a fleet ot 39 tour-enslned RAF Lan- 
costcn at last removed the most 
aerloui threat at all lo allied coo- 
voys plying, the tea lanea between 
United atales. Britain and' Russia 
and wlU tree numerous British war- 
ships from escort duty for. tasks in 
other waters. 

The Berlin radio, in a long de- 
layed acknowledgment of . the at- 
tack on the Hrpltz, said It was "put 
out ot actkm" and "a large part of 
the crew was "rescued," The battle- 
ship was attacked with super-heavy 
bombs while lying In shallow water 
lust oil the Horweglan coast, a 
broadcast DNB dispatch said.

The Loadon Dtdly MalfelaHUantli'

The Lancasters administered the 
coup de grace to the Tlrpltr, a 
(90,000,000 battleship whlctl took 
five years to build, In Norway's 
Tromso fjord 3Z5 mites north of 
the Arctic circle. 

Three direct hits with sbc-ton 
earthquake bombs pierced the Tlr- 
plU 's decks, Internal explosions fol- 
lowed, and she rolled over on her 
Bide and slipped to the bottom of 
tho shallow fjord, all in a matter 
ot minutes, the nlr mlnbliy said. 

Subsequent reconnaluance show- 
ed 700 feet of the Tlrplti keel ex- 
posed tn a pool ot oU and wreck- 
age. Her outrigger booms designed 
to protect the hull from torpedo at- 
tack also protruded above the water. 

The clandestine radio Atlantic 
said the Tlrpltx sank withhi (oiu- 
mlnutes with a loa ot ail but 780 
of her crew ol mora than 3,000.

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COUNTY OFFICIALS' SAI-ARIES 
Low salaries paid public officials, we hnve 
contended all along, are one of the reasons 
many competent Individuals cannot be In^ 
duced to enter poilllcs. We believe thut also 
explains, to some extent at least, why there 
Is so much Inefficiency In government and 
why public offlclnlH so often lack Impeti 
finds In private business. 

Let's take Twin Falls county as an example, 
although definitely not as an example ol in- 
erilclency. 

Hero we have a governmental unit respon- 
Blble for combined expenditures of more thsn 
a million dollars annually, all of which comet 
out of the taxpayers' pockets. Were these tax- 
payers stockholders In a corporation doing 
81,000,000 business yearly, they wonld natur- 
ally expect to pay their top executives good 
salaries U> safeguard their Investment. 

But because these executives are elcctlv 
officials In the case of Twin Falls county, 
seems regarded as fitting and proper to pay 
them salaries not In keeping with their 
sponslbllltles. 

Our county commission ers, for Instance, 
draw only J1.800 a year. The county superin- 
tendent of public Instruction receives S2,S00. 
There are four other county officials— asses- 
sor, sheriff, treasurer and probate Judge— 
who get only S200 a month. In but two in^ 
stances, the county attorney and cleric, do the 
annual salaries exceed any ot the above 
figures. 

Under nonnal conditions, it might be ar- 
gued thst these salaries are not out of hne, 
but present conditions arc anything but nor- 
mal. Even inexperienced stenographers are 
started out In the various county offices at a 
maximum of $125 a month. Some are paid 
1150 and chief clerks receive as much as $175. 

The county commissioners have hesitated 
to Increase salaries, no doubt, because they 
feel such Increases .would meet^th public 
disapproval. We would^'llke to suggest that 
reasonable increases |>e considered before the 
new terms of office got under way. It Is only 
logical, particularly under present clrcum- 
staces, that tome increases should be given, 
and we believe it will make for better county 
government all around. Under the law. any 
Increases must be 'made In advance of new 
terms so action should be taken soon.
